CURLING. 
CURLING IN THE YUKON. 

A reeent issue of the Dawson News 
contains interesting reference to curling 
club experience in’ the Klondike. The 
article referred to is as follows: 

The most northern curling club in the 
world. The longest curling season in the 
world. The second largest membership 
in the world. 


These are some of the attributes 
Which attach to the Dawson Curling 
club inter alia. It cannot, however, 


claim the distinetion of antiquity, as .t 
is one of the youngest of the larger clubs 
in the world. It was on Oct. 4, 1900, 
when the glory of the Yukon was at its 
height and the city of Dawson contained 
about 20,000 souls that some 20 citizens 
met in the O'Brien hall and formed 
what is now the Dawson Curling club. 


The officers elected for the first year 
were as follows 
Hon. president, Major %. T. Wood; 


president, Hl. T. Willis; vice-presidents, 
Col. W. H. Rourke and P. K. Ritchie; 
secretary-treasure J P.) McLennan; 
executive committee, Dr. W. A. Rich. 
ardson, Capt. A. E. C. MacDonnell, Hon. 
Mr. Justice Craig, Andrew Scott, D. 
McG. Stewart, H. G. Wilson. 

It will be seen from the above that 
the only officers of the club now cn 
Dawson are Major Wood and Judge 
Craig; so changing is our population. 

The club adopted the rules of the 
Royal Caledonians Curling Club, with 
some local regulations to suit existing 
conditions. The entrance fee was fixed 
at ($25, with a monthly subscription of 
$10, The membership of the club was 
originally limited to 48, but was subse- 
quently increased to 50. At this meeting 
J. G. Morgan, of Winnipeg, by communi- 
cation, made the offier of the magnificent 
cup from the New York Life Insurance 
company, which is still the chief annual 
trophy of the club, 

The first rink of the club consisted of 


“# canvas structure situated on the 
slough near the present government 
house. The firt competition was played 


on Nov. 4, 1900, between two rinks skip- 
ped by Col."Rourke and Herbert G. Wil- 
son, both of Winnipeg, resulting in a 
win for the latter. The first Beef and 
Green contest was played between rinks 
of the president and vice-president on 
Thanksgiving day, and resulted in 4 
vietory for the president by a score of 
% to 23, somewhat different from the 
large scores made today. 

It is significent, in the light of sub- 
sequent events, to note some of the dif- 
ficulties which the ciub had to contend 
with and how they were met. At the 
inception grave fear was entertained 
that the overflow on the slough could 
not be controlled and that the club 
would be put out of business. But all 
doubts were removed when the club re- 
ceived a reassuring communication from 
the great gusher expert, the capper par 
excellence, D. A. Matheson, who guar- 
anteed that he would remove any 
stacles which might arise in that re- 
spect. Subsequently this much feared im- 
pediment did arise and lo, Dan grappled 
with it and won,

It was at the next annual meeting 
held on Nov. 25, 1901, in the board of 


trade rooms that it was decided on, ac- 
count of the above mentioned difficulties 
in preserving good ice, to take advantage 
of the N. ©, Co, to allow the club free 
use of its large warehouse on the water- 
front. That year Dr. Willis took the 
place of his brother as president, but the 
only office bearer for the year who J« 
with us today is Robert Moncrieff, act- 
ing manager of the N.L. & P. Co., who 
was on the executive, committee. The 
entrance fee was then reduced from $25 
to $20, and the monthly 
from $10 to $5, 

[t was in the fall of 1902 that the 
D. A. A. A. building was erected and as 
soon as it was completed the curling club 
affiliated with the new organization and 
commenced playing on the covered rinks, 
The membership of the club was extend- 
ed to 75 persons, but subsequently it was 
found advantageous mutually to treat 
all the members of the D.A.A.A. as eli- 
gible for the D.C.C. and the vice versa, 
This arrangement has been found a 
most satisfactory one. The membership 
of the club is now 133 and as has been 
said is the second largest in the world, 
its only superior being the Duluth 
Curling club which numbers 160 mem- 
bers.
